Dear  Sir: 

Your  March  7  is  received  and  I  am  glad  to  state  that  most  of  your  questions  have 
already  been  anticipated  and  dwelt  upon  in  former  letters. 

As  to  Janin*s  opinion  of  the  series  of  veins;  it  is  only  an  opinion  which  he  must 
and  will  admit  is  not  yet  proven  to  be  a  fact  that  he  admits  that  the  prophyry  is 
an  intruder  and  came  along  after  the  vein  was  formed,  and  if  the  vein  was  formed 
before  the  intrusion  came  it  must  have  had  walls  prior  to  that  time,  and  that  being 
the  case  the  prophyry  could   be  only  a  division  of  the  veins.    In  a  small  sense,  if 
a  man  was  working  in  the  vein  and  came  against  the  prophyry,  it  might  be  called 
a  wall,  but  not  the  wall  of  the  great  fissure.    For  instance,  if  a  man  built  a  great 
big  bam  aid  afterwards  ran  partitions  through  it,  the  partitions  certainly  could  not 
properly  be  called  the  wall  of  the  barn.    It  is  true  that  the  vein  runs  a  little  more 
southwesterly  than  we  had  reason  at  first  to  believe,  particularly  the  Golden  Star 
portion  of  the  vein,  however,  my  private  opinion  always  was  that  it  ran  about  as 
we  now  find  it  from  present  developments;  others  not  believing  that  it  went  as  far 
westerly  as  I  did  -  and  furthermore  that  the  prophyry  seems  to  cut  the  vein  some- 
what diagonally,  more  diagonally  than  the  vein  crosses  the  Golden  Star  and  Home- 
stake  locations,  and  follows  the  vein  and  quartz  making  division  in  the  quartz  into 
the  northern  portion  of  the  Highland  ground,  thence  bearing  to  the  East  and  North 
and  at  about  this  point  leaves  the  quartz  undisturbed  and  takes  into  the  East  Country. 

All  of  the  prophyry  dykes  are  then  found  to  the  East,  penetrating  the  country  North 
and  getting  farther  from  the  "belt"  as  they  go  North  -  and  in  proof  of  this  fact, 
there  are  no  dykes  of  prophyry  found  in  the  Terra  or  Deadwood  or  Father  de  Smet 
mines,  while  East  of  all  these  mines,  from  cuts  made  in  building  roads,  etc. , 
are  found  many  prophyry  dykes  running  through  the  slates  bearing  about  the  same 
direction  as  those  in  the  Homestake,  Star  &  Highland  Chief,  sometimes  a  little 
bit  of  quartz  hanging  along  the  sides  of  them,  but  nothing  has  been  found  as  yet 
to  pay,  some  places  the  slates  are  much  more  metamorphosized  and  carrying  a 
little  bit  of  gold.    I  still  adhere  to  my  former  opinion  and  now  better  satisfied  of 
its  correctness  than  when  I  had  more  to  guess  than  know   but  to  us  it  is  not  so 
important  now  as  we  first  thought  it  to  be,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  bought  so 
much  and  covered  so  much  ground,  that  it  is  perhaps  just  as  well  to  agree  with 
the  other  opinion  and  make  our  fight  in  that  direction,  or  the  other  as  it  may  suit 
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us  best  but  we  have  so  much  territory  that  it  makes  very  little  difference  what  theory 
they  set  up  now.    Of  course,  I  know,  and  so  do  you,  that  so  large  a  deposit  as  this 
has  already  proved  to  be,  that  none  but  a  large  brain  and  broad  guage  man  would  be 
able  to  grasp  the  situation  and  admit  the  facts.    There  are  many  other  proofs  I 
could  give  you  that  I  am  right  but  it  is  not  necessary  in  this. 

As  to  the  Nettie  we  have  had  our  eyes  on  it  all  the  time  and  now  have  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  ground  but  as  usual  have  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  get  the  rest,  as  they 
all  want  a  big  price  as  soon  as  they  find  that  anyone  wants  to  buy  and  we  are  standing 
them  off,  trying  to  pick  it  up  cheaper.    The  price  now  asked  is  about  at  the  rate  of 
$30, 000. 

That  the  Terra  and  Deadwoods  are  on  the  line  of  the  great  deposit,  there  is  no  doubt. 
That  they  are  as  good  as  the  Homes  take  can  hardly  be  expected,  but  they  are  good 
and  have  improved  on  development  very  much  within  the  last  two  or  three  weeks. 

The  long  tunnel  in  the  Terra  that  Porter  wrote  you  was  in  barren  ground  has  now 
been  continued  and  is  now  in  good  quartz  about  200  feet  under  the  surface  and  hear 
the  Highland  lines  and  under  the  ground  held  by  the  Jumpers.     The  lower  tunnel, 
which  is  40  odd  feet  lower  than  the  one  spoken  of  above  and  from  which  a  tramway 
is  to  be  continued  into  the  mill,  cutting  the  vein  near  the  north  end  of  the  Terra  line, 
has  cut  40  odd  feet  of  pay  ore  and  we  have  started  opening  on  the  length  of  the  vein 
which  is  looking  very  well. 

As  I  telegraphed  you  today;  I  have  been  all  through  the  mines  and  mills.    All  the 
mills  are  running  nicely,  and  all  supplies,  as  wood,  etc.  are  in  abundance  and 
a  steady  yield  of  gold  and  ore  for  the  mills  is  better  than  ever  before. 

The  Terra  machinery  is  arriving  very  slowly,  and  when  it  will  all  be  on  the  ground, 
is,  as  yet,  doubtful. 

As  to  the  Homestake  Stock,  I  wrote  you  in  a  former  letter,  that  my  notion  was  to  stop 
the  sale  for  the  present  as  the  mine  was  worth  more  money  than  it  was  then  selling 
for  and  we  could  get  more  money  by  so  holding  and  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  so  hold 
it  until  we  could  get  the  other  mines  on  the  market.    That  being  the  best  mine  it  must 
lead  -  and  I  still  adhere  to  my  telegram  that  the  stock  will  yet  sell,  if  properly  managed, 
at  sixty  dollars  per  share,  without  some  bad  breaks  in  the  lower  levels  should  occur, 
which  we  have  no  reason  to  believe,  although  it  might  be  better  or  might  be  worse. 
Yet  I  donH  want  to  impress  upon  you  that  I  am  expecting  or  desirous  to  get  the  last 
dollar  out  of  it  -  but  would  prefer  to  realize  at  at  a  less  price  and  now  turn  it  over 
to  you  to  act  as  your  best  judgment  dictates  in  the  matter,  from  this  on. 
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My  only  reason  for  not  writing  you  sooner  was  that  there  were  so  many  things  to 
look  after  here  in  the  way  of  lawsuit  and  counter  suits,  etc. ,  etc. ,  that  it  took 
longer  time  to  become  familiar  with,  and  posted  on  all  matters,    mines  and  other- 
wise, before  I  wrote  you  so  as  to  be  able  to  write  you  intelligently,  so  that  you 
could  act  intelligently.    As  you  say  you  must  be  so  posted  before  you  can  act 
"not  being  constituted  to  do  otherwise. "    Knowing  that,  I  am  very  careful  what  I 
write  you,  but  ejq)ect  to  act  on  it  after  you  receive  it. 

The  Giant  Mill  is  running  and  perhaps  producing  more  gold  to  the  ton  than  any 
other  of  our  mills,  but  being  only  a  twenty  stamp  mill,  it  is  not  necessary  to  take 
out  so  much  rock  and  we  are  working  a  very  good  streak  of  ore  -  but  the  develop- 
ments have  shown  a  very  large  amount  of  lower  grade  ore  but  which  we  would  pay 
a  profit  in  a  large  mill.   Admitting  certain  divisions  to  be  walls,  the  prospect  of 
the  Giant  and  Old  Abe  is  that  it  will  be  one  of  the  best  mines  here,  if  not  the  very 
best    -  so  you  can  use  your  judgment  about  picking  up  more  of  the  stock  at  your 
convenience  or  not.    I  donH  give  this  as  a  fact  but  the  prospects  so  far  as  the  develop 
ments  go,  warrant  that  opinion,  as  I  am  satisfied  the  Caledonia  is  only  the  extension 
of  the  Giant;  in  it  is  showing  from  present  development  a  very  fine  mine  and  I  think 
if  properly  opened  and  properly  managed  with  all  the  titles  cleaned  up,  is  a  good 
property. 

Taking  into  consideration  these  facts  and  our  developments  on  the  south  end  and 
a  continuous  cropping  between  them  showing  gold  all  the  way,  we  must  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  this  is  a  very  valuable  property.     The  main  shaft  of  the  Giant 
is  now  down  about  100  feet  and  expecting  every  day  to  cut  the  vein.    The  water  is 
getting  pretty  strong  and  we  will  have  to  put  on  temporary  pumping  and  hoisting 
machinery  until  such  time  as  we  can  put  in  heavy  works,    as  the  shaft  is  intended 
to  sink  to  a  depth  sufficient  to  cut  all  the  veins  to  wit:    Giart,  Old  Abe,  Homestake 
and  Golden  Star,  which  latter  vein  will  be  a  depth  of  about  a  thousand  feet  from  the 
shaft. 

We  can  prospect  the  Lincoln  ground  and  Amicus  or  the  ground  to  the  south  of  the 
Giant  and  Homestake.    Of  the  Amicus,  we  are  now  the  owner  of  one -quarter  and 
from  the  lay  of  the  country  the  ground  to  the  south  of  us,  to  my  opinion,  will 
become  very  valuable;  that  is  to  say,  the  Lincoln  ground  well  protected  will  make 
a  good  mine.    Therefore,  it  becomes  necessary  that  we  should  have  the  Amicus, 
as  it  is  parallel  location  to  it  and  lying  along  side  of  it  covering  the  dip  to  the  east. 
We  will  try  to  get  and  think  we  will  get  the  balance  of  it.     The  remaining  three- 
quarters  is  offered  at  the  rate  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  the  mine,  but  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  do  better. 

The  parties  who  were  indicted  for  killing  the  man  -  Frankenberg  -  in  the  mill  site 
trouble  were  today  acquitted,  but  the  hostility  of  the  Judge  seemed  to  be  very  great 
at  the  acquittal,  as  he  took  the  jury  very  much  to  task  and  dismissed  them  from 
the  venire.     What  other  trouble  may  arise  from  it  we  don*t  know.    At  any  event, 
we  will  try  to  make  the  best  of  it.    All  the  parties  arrested  in  connection  with  the 
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affair  are  now  out,  except  one,  who  was  acquitted  by  the  present  grand  jury,  but 
is  held  over  under  bonds  for  the  next  grand  jury. 

In  relation  to  telegram  concerning  putting  Deadwood  and  Terra  stock  on  the  market, 
if  you  are  going  to  put  them  on  the  New  York  Market,  the  time  has  now  arrived 
when  action  should  be  taken  at  once  in  the  matter,  as  the  Homestake  is  full  blast 
and  the  boys  are  in  a  splendid  position  to  place  it,  on  account  of  the  success  of 
the  Homestake,  and  the  Deadwood  mill  is  doing  as  well  as  it  ever  can  with  present 
capacity.    The  sooner  it  is  done,  the  better;  therefore,  my  telegram  to  you  to  act 
at  once.    I  have  no  doubt  but  at  some  future  time  it  will  become  necessary  to  put 
more  stamps  on  the  Deadwood  mine,  but  that  time  being  so  far  in  the  future  I  prefer 
to  anticipate  it. 

I  think  this  property  is  of  sufficient  importance  for  you  to  come  here  yourself  and 
help  me  to  come  to  conclusions  as  to  what  is  best  to  be  done  in  the  premises,  as 
it  is  taking  a  great  deal  of  responsibility  for  us  here  to  determine  both  in  the  manage- 
ment and  disposing  of  property  here  amounting  in  value  to  eight  or  ten  millions  of 
dollars.    It  is  true  we  have  had  a  great  many  annoyances  which  have  caused  the 
expenditure  of  a  great  deal  of  money,  but  we  now  both  hope  and  believe  the  worst 
to  be  over,  but  we  cannot  expect  to  acquire  such  a  large  amount  of  property  in  so 
short  a  time  without  difficulties,  cost  and  troubles  to  acquire  and  hold  the  same. 

We  are  sued  for  a  half  interest  in  the  Pioneer  Ditch,  but  so  far  as  I  have  gone  into 
it  I  don^t  think  there  is  anything  in  it  -  also  we  are  sued  for  refusing  to  pay  toll  on 
a  toll  road  over  which  we  haul  our  lumber,  but  as  there  is  no  law  in  the  Territory 
authorizing  toll  roads;  I  think  we  will  get  rid  of  that  at  a  cost  of  small  trouble  and 
expense. 

What  about  the  Napoma  Ranch?    As  I  wrote  to  Venable  to  see  what  was  the  best  he 
could  do  as  I  don*t  want  to  miss  the  trade,  notwithstanding  the  State  Constitution. 
I  want  you  to  write  me  about  it,  what  you  have  done. 

In  regard  to  the  Royal  Lead,  start  a  vigorous  fight  and  make  the  best  arrangement 
you  can.    I  have  hardly  read  Walters  report.    Write  me  fully  about  everything. 
I  must  complain  some  about  you  not  writing  very  much. 

Write  me  what  you  think  about  our  railroad  scheme  here  that  we  think  a  great  deal 
about,  and  now  think  can  be  done  much  cheaper  than  I  first  wrote  you  -  as  I  am 
offered  by  parties  here  to  build  and  equip  it  for  twelve  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 

Archie  Bowlan  is  here  yet  and  we  have  not  as  yet  come  to  any  understanding  about 
the  water  arrangements.    He  is  looking  around,  I  think,  trying  to  find  some  weak 
point  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  us  to  force  a  compromise  to  his  advantage,  but 
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I  think  the  more  he  looks  around,  the  more  he  will  be  convinced  that  we  are  pretty 
well  protected  and  he  will  be  more  satisfied  to  make  the  best  arrangement  he  can 
with  us  in  relation  to  water  or  otherwise,  but  if  he  acts  differently  we  will  try  and 
clean  him  out  and  feel  sure  we  can  do  so.    The  Terra  suit  may  not  come  off  this 
term.

Your  19th  received  and  I  must  say  that  I  think  you  are  mistaken  or  misunderstood 
my  letter  in  relation  to  stocks,  particularly  Golden  Terra,  but  as  I  expect  to  be 
in  San  Francisco  by  the  15th,  we  can  talk  it  over  more  readily  and  understand 
each  other  more  full  then  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  put  it  in  this  letter. 

As  to  the  Loyal  mine,  it  may  not  ever  be  worth  anything;  as  to  its  value  I  have 

my  doubts,  but  as  to  the  legal  proposition  that  it  belongs  to  me,  I  haven't  any 

and  the  reason  of  my  anxiety  for  you  to  go  and  look  at  it  was  that  I  know  that  your 

common  sense  would  have  agreed  with  me  and  your  force  of  character  would  have 

been  worth  a  great  deal  to  me  both  in  litigation  or  compromise,  but  I  shall  not 

whine  if  I  never  get  anything  out  of  it  as  our  interest  here  is  of  much  more  importance. 

Everything  here  is  looking  well.    Archie  Bowlan  &  Co.  are  doing  everything  they 
can  both  in  the  way  of  water  and  outside  titles,  I  think  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
a  compromise  out  of  us  by  which  they  can  make  something  as  he  thinks  he  can 
play  Gashwiler  on  us  once  more,  but  I  have  made  my  mind  up  to  fight  it  out  on 
this  line.    No  more  compromises  -  and  feel  sure  we  can  take  care  of  him  and 
our  interest.    I  think  our  property  here  is  of  more  value  than  you  realize  and 
I  have  my  doubts  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  keep  the  property  as  we  now 
have  it  than  to  sell  it  for  prices  we  can  now  get  for  it.

I  telegraphed  you  today,  as  I  supposed  you  thoroughly  understood  that  the  hoisting 
works  is  for  the  Giant  and  Old  Abe  and  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  go  from  a  thousand 
to  fifteen  hundred  feet  deep. 

The  big  mill  is  not  running  as  the  Chicago  rock  breakers  have  arrived  and  we  are 
putting  them  in  and  making  a  few  other  alterations,  which  will  take  about  a  week. 

Deadwood  mine  is  looking  very  well.    The  mill  is  running  nicely  with  every  indicat- 
ion of  a  splendid  clean  up  this  time. 

Terra  mill  and  mine  doing  very  well.    Late  developments  in  the  Terra  look  splendid. 

Highland  looking  about  as  usual,  except  that  the  main  header  drift  through  the 
Homestake  has  reached  the  Segregated  Homestake  line,  which  is  about  one  hundred 
feet  below  the  No.  2  or  Highland  Tunnel,  where  we  have  started  a  raise  to  connect 
with  the  old  workins,  above  which  looks  splendid  and  where  we  expect  to  be  able  to 
take  out  a  large  amount  of  ore  as  the  vein  where  Enos  worked  it  above  was  wide  and 
a  very  fair  grade. 

The  Segregated  Homestake  vs.  Segregated  Old  Abe  suit  is  set  for  the  4th  and  will 
probably  be  tried  by  the  middle  of  the  month. 

The  balance  of  the  litigation  remains  the  same  as  at  the  writing  of  the  last  letter. 

« 

We  are  very  much  annoyed  about  a  location  for  the  new  mill  and  find  it  very  difficult 
to  select  the  best  place  under  all  the  circumstances. 

I  want  you  to  hurry  up  the  getting  stocks  on  the  New  York  board  and  get  them  in  shape  - 
as  I  am  very  anxious  to  realize  on  at  least  one -half  of  our  Deadwood  stock,  also  a 
part  of  Terra  as  soon  as  it  is  best  to  do  so. 

Now  about  Salt  Lake  Stocks  -  I  am  not  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  Ontario  and 
Last  Chance.    I  am  satisfied  that  if  we  don*t  open  up  and  work  the  Last  Chance  as 
Ontario,  that  we  don*t  need  another  mill.    I  am  also  satisfied  that  the  Last  Chance  does 
now  and  will  require  mill  capacity,  shaft  and  hoisting  works,  pumps,  etc.,  of  about 
equal  capacity  with  the  Ontario  and  they  should  have  been  put  into  active  operation  this 
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summer,  that  it  is  gross  mismanagement  to  work  the  one  of  these  mines  and  pump 
all  the  water  till  it's  exhausted  or  any  other  length  of  time,  while  working  both  of 
them  together  and  at  the  same  time  would  greatly  facilitate  and  help  and  reduce  the 
expense  of  working  each. 

I  know  that  Chambers  has  always  had  some  excuse:    For  instance,  he's  afraid  to 
drive  ahead  for  fear  of  getting  too  much  water  in  the  200  or  300  or  any  other  level, 
all  of  which  to  me  is  damn  nonsense  for  the  reason  that  if  we  could  not  control  the 
water  with  one  pump  and  one  shaft  we  would  know  it  and  the  Sooner  we  would  put 
down  another  shaft  and  another  set  of  pumps,  the  better. 

His  excuse,  when  I  saw  him  last,  was  that  he  wanted  to  get  in  the  surface  tunnel 
striking  the  vein  at  about  200  feet  deep,  to  more  fully  determine  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  ore  in  the  Last  Chance,  which  tunnel  he  led  me  to  believe  at  the  farthest 
would  be  in  by  the  fifteenth  of  June.    And  I  have  a  letter  from  a  few  days  ago  stating 
that  it  is  a  hundred  and  fifty  or  sixty  feet  yet  and  I  suppose  no  one  knows  when  it 
will  be  in,  at  least  not  for  a  long  time  if  it  does  not  go  faster  than  it  has  been  going. 
At  all  events,  it  is  too  late  now  to  build  mills  this  year,  but  the  place  can  be  picked 
out,  the  bricks  burned  and,  if  needs  be,  the  grading  done  this  fall,  the  heavy  timber 
gotten  in  while  the  roads  are  hard  and  all  preparations  made  to  build  the  mill  as 
early  in  the  spring  as  possible.    See  to  this  and  have  it  done  at  once.    It  is  very 
important  in  two  or  three  ways.    The  most  important  of  which,  I  want  to  turn  a 
lot  of  that  stock  into  cash  as  soon  as  possible. 

TUs  last  suggestion  I  want  you  to  take  seriously  into  consideration  as  we  are  getting 
too  many  mines  on  hand  and  I  would  rather  have  more  money  and  less  mines. 

Mr.  Taylor  has  arrived  and  I  think  thinks  pretty  well  of  the  mines  and  things  in 
general  -  of  which  he  will  write  you  fully  in  a  few  days,  as  he  says  for  me  to  tell 
you.    He  informs  me  that  the  Serro  Gordo  mine  is  looking  well,  so  he  heard  from 
parties  who  came  from  there  to  Bodie  -  Noonday  is  a  little  bit  weak. 

I  will  start  home  next  week  sometime.    I  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  looking  after 
my  business  and  forwarding  me  letters,  telegrams,  etc.

No  telegrams  or 
even  mail,  but  of  all  my  troubles  I  will  talk  of  some  other 
time. 

I 
am  waiting  here  on  some  matters  of  my  own  and  those 
of  McCaskel  which  if  are  not  attended  to  at  once  all  of 
his  and  my  work  will  be  lost.
